By Director 

Warning that operators of boats 
towing water skiers may be forced 
to suffer the maximum penalty of 
a thousand dollars fine, or a year 
in jail, or both, was sounded Wed~ 
nesday by Wilton Vaugh, State Di- 
rector of the Division of Motor- 
boats. He explained that a sur- 
prising number of compMints have 
been received from virtually every 
section of the State against the 
illegal operation of water skiers 

In one case two motorboats have 
been wrecked and in another in- 
stance swimmers, skin divers, 
bathers and fishermen have feared 
for their lives. The State Director 
pointed out that the water belongs 
to all of the people seeking re- 
creation off shore and that the 
skiers should not interfere with 
these rights.

In 
addition to this the registration of 
a boat operated ina negligent man- 
ner may be suspended for a part of 
the boating season or revoked for 
the entire season
